Sparks, Commissioner if th 
General Land Office has been, invited t 
tender bis resignation to the Secretar; 
of.the Interior to-day. This auction wa 
the result of the oontrovsruy that oc 
curivU bbtwecu S«i.ret*ry L-uoar ami 
Mr. Sparks tbn moruing, aud HU order 
issued by the former recmding an or- 
der issued by the Commissioner on tbe 
3rd ol April, 1885. 
When Mr. Sparks 


came into office lie proceeded upon the 
assumption that the entire Land De- 
partment was rotten to tbe core. Learn- 
ing of the individual cases of fraud, he 
believed that not only the land grant 
railroads and large corporations, but a 
majority of tbe settlers upon the public 
domain, were acquiring title to public 
lauds by fraudulent neans. 
He re- 


garded the employes in thia office, old 
agents of the department, and the cleri- 
cal force with suspicion aud aversion 119 
agents of corrupt combinations. A few 
mouths alter bis installation m office be 
issued many n*»w outers revoking old 
ones aud upsetting the business of the 
office generally. His unique perform- 
ance culminated m the famous order 
ot April 3rd, refusing to issue patents 
on nil claims of settlers in Colorado, 
Dakota, Idaho, Utah, New Menco, 
Montana, Washington Territory, Wyom- 
ing and Nevada, tie greater part of 
Kansas and Nebraska and the northern 
part of Minnesota. Every claim in this 
vnst suspected area of country was to be 
examined by special agents before pat- 
ents therefore should be issued by Ihe 
Government. 


A universal howl went up from the
